Seeking a Homo. 

Amongst the letters constantly coni- 
ng to ua seeking for imformation 
respecting tho country and the ad- 
vantages it presents as a field for set- 
tlement, wo have one from Kansas, 
written by a Canadian who, with a 
number of his fellow countrymen, be- 
came the victims of land sharpers and 
r«r.v desire to return to tho "OJdFlag'' 
which sheltered them in youth. With- 
out professing to answer all tho ques- 
tions asked by our correspondent, we 
submit tho following goneral informa- 
tion, not only for the benefit of our 
Claytonvillo querist, but for all repent- 
ing and returning prodigal Britons. 
Know, then, that British Columbia is 
an extensive country, comprising up- 
wards of one hundred and twenty 
thousand square miles and as great 
a diversity of climate as it doos variety 
of soil and resources. Savo in the 
higher altitudes of tho interior, tho 
climate is singulaily mild and health- 
ful, the mercury rarely falling to zero 
in winter and seldom rising abovo 
seventy-live in summer. In many 
parts cattle and sheep get well through 
tho winter without housing or care. 
It will be readily and justly inferred 
that all earths' productions common 
to the temperate zone can bo raised 
in British Columbia. Tho work of 
preparing the soil for the reception of 
seed is, on an average, very much less 
here tnan in the thickly wooded coun- 
tries on the Atlantic side of the con- 
tinent. Indeed, for many years to 
como there will be little offort to re- 
claim soil from regular forest growth. 
The open and quasi-open lands will 
be first sought aftor, and it will not 
be until these have all been taken up 
that aggression will be made upon the 
forest by tho sturdy settler. Of land 
open in whole or in part tuere is still 
plenty to be had both on Vancouver 
Island and the Mainland, and in most 
instances it produces both cereals and 
root crops in quality and quantity 
seldom equaled in any other part of 
North America. The country is for 
most part well watered, abounding, as 
it does, in beautiful lakos of small 
Bize and running streams from the noble 
Fraser, thundering down through its 
centre to the sea, to the tiny streamlet 
meandering down tho mountain side 
like a silvery thread; and in almost 
every instance tuese waters abound 
with fish. There is, however, a con- 
siderable portion of country east of 
the Cascades where agricultural pur- 
suits could not bo well carried on 
■without the aid of artificial irrigation. 
On her seaboard British Columbia posses- 
ses fathomless mines of latent wealth. 
The numerous sounds, inlets, arms, 
and bays which pierce her coast furnish 
harborage such as perhaps no other coun- 
try possesses; while tho sloping banks of 
these are for the most part covered with a 
dense forest of timber of enormous growth 
and uuparalled excellence; aud her ex 
tended sta farm ever offers an exhaustless 
supply of wholesome food for all who 
choose to partake, aud will doubtless ero 
long indefinitely swell the general exports 
of the country. Tho conditions upon 
which the settlor may acquire land in tliis 
Province m:e of the most liberal character. 
A British subject, or an alien who may 
declare his intention to become a British 
subject, may choose for himself from 
among the unoccupied and unappropriat- 
ed lauds of the country, whether survey- 
ed or not, a homestead of one hundred 
and sixty acres on tho west, or three hun- 
dred and twenty acres east of tho Cas- 
cades, of'which ho shall bo entitled to a 
free deed after two years' bona lido occu- 
pation, and such homestead shall bo se- 
cured to him against all process for debt 
during a period of twenty years. No- 
thing could well bo more liberal. Scarce- 
ly less liberal is tho educational system. 
Free State education may be said to bo 
placed within tho reach of all. Perhaps 
the chief draw- back jmt now is tho pauci- 
ty of consumers, the absence of good mar- 
kets within roach of tho producer; but 
this want cannot bo said to much felt on 
Vancouver Island or near the seaboard of 
tho Mainland. But this condition is mere- 
ly temporary and is sure to disappear 
with the first stroke of railway construc- 
tion. Iu tho present state of things it 
would scarcely be possible to furnish a 
list of prices either of labour or tho pro- 
ducts of labour. It is sufficient to sny 
that both are high, perhaps too high for 
the general good; but it is perfectly isafe 
to assert that whenever ttio railway and 
other large public works shall have been 
begun there will he plenty of work for 
»11 and a ready market for ovory kind of 
produce. With tho immediate prospects 
Wore her, British Columbia presents 
probably the most attractive field for set- 
tlement to be found anywhere on the con- 
tinent — perhaps wo shall bo justifioil in 
iaying in the wido world. With liberal 
and beneficent institutions and laws, a 
salubrious climate, rariod and vast re- 
sources and a highly favored geographi- 
cal position On tho map of empire, British 
Columbia offers a desirable home on the 
most liberal terms.

INDIAN POLICY! 



British Columbia Delegation at Ot- 
tavra Stirring ! 



On the morning of the 31st March ft de- 
putation of British Columbians, consist- 
ing of Senators Cornwall, MaoilonalJ intl 
Carrall, and M. P. 'a lioscoo, Dewdney, 
Bunster and Cunningham, waited on the 
Premier with reference to the Indian po- 
licy, recommending that the management 
should bo confided to a commission of 
throe persons; and as to the propriety 
and justice of making all appointments 
in British Columbia from persoiiB resid- 
ing in the Province; and also, as to the 
advisability of sending forward the sur- 
yeying parties at once, leaving appoint- 
ments open for Riieli persons ns can bo 
had in the Province. 

The Premier received tho deputation 
cordially, and fully concurred in all their 
ideas. 

Mr. DeCosmos iras most anxious to 
participate in tho private consultations of 
tho British Columbia members and asked 
to bo admitted to their confidence; but 
was at last plainly informed that he could 
■Jot be trusted and that thoy would rather 
TTork without him. 



"Washington Territory. 

Three huudrod men and boya turned 
out on Monday morning and worked all 
day on the Olympia and Tonino Railroad. 
The grading was finished to a point near 
Capt. Crosby's residence in Turn water, 
\rhence, the country roiul is followed to 
Bush Prairie. About 25 white men and 
20 Chiuaraon aro regularly employed in 
tho clearing aud grading; tho other be- 
ing volunteer labor. 

Capt. D. B. Finch, wife and niece ar- 
rived in Olympia last evening at dusk. 
Jl salute was tired in their honor and 
many flags floated upon tho breeze. About 
nine o'olock tho cornot band soronadod 
them. These expressions of the senti- 
ments of our peoplo toward tho Captain 
»ro gonuinoand a fitting tribute of respect. 
During the many years of his residonco 
horo his deodsof private charity and pub- 
lic benevolence wore almost unlimited. — 
Olympid Courier. 

A letter received from Kan Francisco 
says that Alex. H. Todd, accompanied by 
capitalists, would leave for Pngot Sound 
on tho 15th inst., to resume operations 
at tho Castlenook fishery. It is their pur- 
pose to largoly extend the business of 
manufacturing oil, and also to add to it 
tho curingand canning of salmon. 

Three prisoners escaped from the Port 
Madison jail on tho night of Tuesday 
lost. They were Sam White, Win. Far- 
rol and young Seifiort, who killed his 
father on the Snohmish river last month. 
About 11 o'clock the jailor went down to 
loeik them in their cells, leaving a boy up 
atailti. White seized tho jailer and put 
him into one of tho cells, locking him in. 
f-jeibert ran up stairs bofore'thc boy could 
shut the trap-door, then grasped tho boy 
by tlfo throat, and after severely chokiug 
him, ordered him to raise tho trap and 
let the others up, which ho did. They 
then locked tho boy up in another cell 
And escaped.

A GRAND MELEE! 



On Tuesday last the front of Moffolt's 
Saloon was the scene of an extraordinary 
incident. About 20 ladies sat down in 
front of tho saloon early in tho morning 
and notwithstanding a stream of water 
that was played upon them and a hand- 
Oi'gan nnd twogong3 that wore kept going, 
continued to sing and pray against the 
liquor traffic. The Orcgonian Kays that 
after about two hours bad elapsed — tho 
ladies boing wet to tho skin — matters be- 
gan to assumo a tropical hue. Tho sun 
poured down its hot rays, and soon the 
men at tho gongs woro steaming and 
sweating profusely. Frequent imbibitions 
which woro indulged in at short intervals, 
tended to rondor the gong-beaters more 
reckless and inwolont. Good, who, by this 
time was much intoxieattd, bocaino very 
abusive, applying tho most ofl'cnsivo and 
opprobrious epithets to those before him 
without discrimination. At tho time he 
was standing up on it chair. He had re- 
peated a very offensive remark, evidently 
applying it to tho ladies before him.whon 
Mr. Wm. Grooms, who happened to bo 
standing near, struck him a violent blow 
botweon tho eyes. Ho was prostrated, and 
tho gong dropped among the crowd. Like 
a Bjiark among dry tinder, tho effect of 
the blow was contagious. Quick as a 
flash tho row became general. Several 
men sprang in nnd began to deal blows 
unsparingly to tho right and loft, knock- 
ing down more than one. Tho crowd be- 
gan to surgo violoutly to and fro, some 
endeavoring to oscapo from tho scene, and 
a number making as great efforts to get u 
"lick in." Loud cries and shouts mingled 
in wild disorder, and tho whole melee 
assumed a strange and fearful aspect. 
Altogether it was a scono that beggars 
description. Those who wore willing to 
engago in brawl in dcenco of Moffett, 
seeing themselvos confronted by a crowd 
of angry and resolute men, who appeared 
both ablo and willing to take up the 
gauntlet in behalf of the women, inime- 
diatoly abandonpd tho sidewalk and re- 
tired to tho bar-room. Mr. Moffett was 
among tho foremost persons to souk safety 
and protection within his own domicile. 
Hero followed an indescribablo scene of 
riot, tumult and confusion. Knives and 
pistols wero drawn by Moffett's party, 
chairs wero thrown in confusion and 
broken, tho glass in the doors was 
smashed. Above this fearful din aroso 
loud threats, mingled with oaths and 
imprecations. For a few moments blood- 
shed and death appeared imminent, but 
fortunately no weapons were discharged. 
Shouts of "Police, police," woro heard, 
and soon tho valiant "M. P's" appeared 
on the riotous scene and gallantly 
threw their massive forms in tho breach. 
By great exertions tho crowd woro driven 
back, and, peace at length partially re- 
stored. No ouo was seriously hurt, ex- 
cept un old man who recoivod a slight 
cut in the hip from an unknown hand 
during the melee. Several participants 
will curry about for some days ornament- 
ed ""figure-heada," eouveniorsof tho little 
unpleasantness. 

Amidst all this, scene of turbulenco 
nnd threatened bloodshed, tho ladiesheld 
their ground and maintained a perfect 
composuro. Some time prior to the row 
eeats had beon brought to the ladios, and 
placod along tho outer edgo of tho side- 
walk, whoro thej were sitting. Had any 
shots been fired, Borne of the ladies would 
have boen killed outright or badly 
wounded, as thoy were in direct range 
of the missiles of death. But in the very 
face of danger and death, tho delegation 
sat perfectly composed and tranquil. 
Only two ladies changed positions during 
tho row, and these wero crowded one 
side. 

Shortly after tho row commonoed.sonie 
porson took one of tho gongs and broke 
it under his foot. Aftor the fuss was tem- 
porarily squelched, singing and praying 
went on ns as before and pounding on 
tin cans and tho remaining gong was re- 
sumed. In the melee+tho hand-organ 
was broken and could render no more 
service Subsequently some mau threw 
the other gong into tho river. 

After having besieged tho saloon for 
nearly. four hours, tho ladies quietly 
withdrew and returned to the Church. 

The affair has created intense excite- 
ment everywhere. Moro than 1,000 
persons wero prosont during tho after- 
noon.

Dr. Livingstone. 



His Illness and D»ath. 



New York, March 29. — A Now York 
Herald special °from London Bays: 
''Tho steamer Mai wn, arrived at Suez 
on Saturday with the remains of Dr. 
Live.igstonc. The following account 
is given o* Dr. Livingstone's illness 
and death: lie had been ill of chronic 
dysentery for several months. He was 
well supplied with stoies and medi- 
cines, but had a presentiment that tho 
attack would prove fatal. At first he 
was ablo to rise, but soon had to be 
carried. Arriving at Muilala, beyond 
Luke Bemba, in the Bisa country, lie 
said, 'Build mo a hut to dio in.'^ Tho 
hut was built by his followers, The 
first of May ho was confined to bc-d, 
and afterwards suffered greatly, groan- 
ing night and day. The third day ho 
said ho was very cold, and requested 
moro grass to bo put over tho hut. His 
followers did not speak to or go noar 
bim. Kittumbo, chief of Bisa, sent 
(lour and beans, and behaved well to- 
wards tho party. On tho fourth day 
Dr. Livingstone was insensible, and 
he died about midnight. Makaohoa, 
his servant, was present. 

"Dr. Livingstone mado his last en- 
try in his diary Apiil 27. lie tspoke 
much and sadly of his homo and 
family. Whon ho was first seized by 
tho fidal attack, he told his followers 
lio intended to exclmngo everything 
for ivory to givo them, and then push 
on to Ujiji and Zanzibar, and try to 
reach England. Tho doctor prayed 
much before his death, and often said, 
T am going home.' His followers 
dried tho body in tho sun, packed it in 
ialt, wrapped it in bark, and travelled 
with it for six months to Unanynnibo. 
There Cameron's party was mot and 
tho nows taken to Zanzibar, whilo the 
remains followod ten days after. 

"Mr. Webb, of tho American Con- 
sulate at Zanzibar, has letters from Dr. 
Livingstone for Mr. Stanley. Tho 
only geographical news is as follows: 
Aftor Stanley's departuro tho Dr. left 
Unanyambo, rounded tho south end 
of Tanganyika, travelled south of Lako 
Bemba, crossed it from south to tho 
north, then proceeded along tho oast 
side, returning north through marshes 
to Muilla. All his papers, sealed and 
addressed to the Secretary of Stato, are 
in chargo of Mr. Arthur Laing, tho 
British merchant at Zanzibar, who ac- 
companied tho remains,"

California. 

Ran Fn.vNoisco, April 20.— Tho stcamor

San Fkanoisco, April 19.— A disastrous 
conflagration occurred this r. m. at Al- 
catraz Island by winch all tho frame 
buildings on tho south and west sido of 
tho island wero destroyed, they wore 
usod as storehouses and barracks for 
the garrison. The firo department of this 
city responded to the alarm and several 
engines were taken to Meiggs wharf; but 
as thero were no facilities there for ship- 
ping them across they were not sent. Tho 
fire raged about an hour. Fortunately 
magazines on tho hill were not reached, 
although several small explosions wero 
observed from tho city. Tho cause of tho 
firo and the amount of lossaro not known 
at present. 

Oregon. 

Pobti,and, April 20. — A call has been 
issued by tho principal liquor dealers of 
Portland. It says:"Consideringit our im- 
perative duty to protest ourselves against 
tho aggressions of a portion of this com- 
munity who revilo and persecute us under 
the sacrod name of religion, and whoso 
ultimate object, we believe, is to securo 
the enactment of laws discriminating 
against our business, wo agree to meet 
on Thursday next for tho purpose of pro- 
tecting ourselves against such injurious 
proceedings." 

GnAiN in Ireland. — Tho Makk Lane 
Express says the cause of the ill-suc- 
cess of coroals is easily accounted for; 
beyond a doubt it is to be ascribed to 
tho humidity of tho climate, produced 
by its exposure to the influence of the 
Atlantic Ocean, and tho continued 
rainfall and fogs to which it is liable. 
It is not that more rain falls in Ireland 
than in England, but tho general hu- 
midity produced by light rains on a 
greater nv ruber of days, causes the 
atmosphere to bo in a continually 
damp and chilly state, very unfit to 
promote the maturation of corn. It 
is, in fact, necessary to the safety of 
tho wheat, when intended for ship- 
ping, to kiln-dry it before putting it 
on board, according to Boussingault, 
an average daily heat in summer of 
58 degrees Fahrenheit; provid id this 
degree of temperature is maintained 
during tho day, the cold of tho night 
does not affect tho ripening, process 
But in Ireland, with a damp and 
cloudy atmosphere (its normal con- 
dition), the consequence is that the 
cereal products do not arrive at full 
maturity before they aro harvested, 
and if required for shipping soon 
after, must be kiln-dried to be made 
safo.
